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DETAILED ACTION 

Notice of Non-Responsive Amendment 
1 . The reply filed February 19, 2002 is not fully responsive to the prior Office action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

The Restriction Requirement mailed January 22, 2002 required election of 
a single invention from Groups I - III and a further election of species depending 
on the Group elected. The Species Election requirement for Group I is set forth 
below (copied from Restriction Requirement mailed January 22, 2002, paragraph 
8): 

If applicant elects the invention of Group I, applicant is required to elect from the 

following patentably distinct species. Claims 1-3 are generic. 

Numbers of monomers 

Species 1: One Claims 1-4, 6-8 

Species 2: Two or more Claims 1-8 

Species of monomer structure 

Please elect specific monomer (s), by chemical structure. If Species 1 is 
elected from above, then one monomer should be specified; if Species 2 
is elected then the two or more monomers should be defined. 
Note that this election should result in specific chemical structure(s). 

The species are distinct, each from the other, because their structures and 
modes of action are different. They would also differ in their reactivity and the 
starting materials from which they are made. Therefore, the species have 
different issues regarding patentability and represent patentably distinct subject 
matter. 

Applicant elected Group I (claims 1-8) for examination with traverse and elected 
the species of one monomer (from 1^^ subgroup in Species Election). AppUcant 
then elected "the specific structures presented at claim 6" for the 'Species of 
monomer structure' (reply, page 2). This is not deemed to be responsive for the 
election of 'Species of monomer structure' as claim 6 recites two different 
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monomer structures, both in generic form. The examiner specifically required an 
election of a specific chemical structure (see above). Thus, an election of one 
specific monomer structure is required. A specific chemical structure is not 
generic, but has all atoms and bonds defined. 

Please note that the traversal will be addressed in the action that follows 
applicant's fully responsive election.
